Bocconia  cordata,  tall  strong  growing  plant  for 
backgrounds  with  showy  panicles  of  buff  colored 
flowers  in  May  and  June.

Lychnis  chalcedonies,  a good  border  plant  grow- 
ing 2 to  3 feet  with  dense  heads  of  bright  scarlet 
flowers. 

Scabiosa  japonica,  a strong  growing  plant  with 
large  clear  blue  flowers  excellent  for  cutting. 

Tritoma  Phtzerii,  commonly  called  Red  Hot 
Poker,  large  tall  spikes  of  rich  orange-scarlet 
flowers,  very  showy  and  effective.  Of  easy  cul- 
ture but  should  have  some  winter  protection.
